Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  this  Borough  for  the  year  1943,  and  am  pleased 
to  inform  you  that  the  general  standard  of  health  of  the  population  of  the 
Borough,  has  in  no  way  been  impaired  by  the  prevailing  conditions,  and 
in  my  opinion,  shows  a  satisfactory  state. 

Whilst  full  particulars  of  the  state  of  health  of  the  residents  of  the 
Borough  are  dealt  with  later  in  the  report,  there  are  one  or  two  points 
to  which  I  would  particularly  like  to  draw  your  attention. 

Once  again  there  is  an  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate  (19.45  as  compared 
with  16.97  for  last  year).  There  is  also  a  marked  decrease  in  the  incidence 
of  Infectious  Disease,  and  a  steady  increase  in  the  percentage  of  School 
Children  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  which  percentage  has  now 
risen  to  89.44%  of  the  Schools  Population. 

I  have  also  to  report  that  although  the  work  of  the  Department 
has  been  considerably  restricted  owing  to  present  conditions,  a  satisfactory 
standard  has  been  maintained,  and  I  should  like  to  record  my  appreciation 
to  the  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  for  their 
loyalty  and  co-operation. 

Finally  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee,  for  their  continued  support  and  keen  interest 
in  the  general  administration  of  the  Department.

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  performed  for  the  Local 
Authority  by  the  Public  Analysts  for  the  Borough,  in  their  Laboratory 
in  Newcastle.  During  the  year  three  bacteriological  and  two  chemical 
examinations  were  made  on  samples  submitted  by  the  Water  Engineer.

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Frater  Maternity  Home. 

This  Maternity  Home  is  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  and  is  administered  in  co-operation  with  the  Tynemouth 
Victoria  Jubilee  Infirmary,  one  Matron  acting  for  both  Institutions. 
General  Practitioners  attend  their  own  patients  in  the  Home.  Part  of 
the  cost  of  the  Services  under  the  local  scheme  is  recovered  from  the 
Patients,  in  accordance  with  a  scale  of  charges  based  on  the  family  income. 

114  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year,  resulting  in  112  con¬ 
finements,  (two  sets  of  twins)  2  of  which  were  stillbirths.  The  total 
live  births  were  112  of  whom  59  were  males  and  53  females. 

As  a  matter  of  routine,  swabs  are  taken  from  patients  on  admission, 
and  of  147  total  examinations  made,  all  were  negative. 

Average  duration  of  residence  per  patient  was  13.4  days.  Medical 
Aid  was  summoned  in  33  cases,  28  for  the  Mother  and  5  for  the  Child.

The  attendances  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  show 
a  steady  increase  compared  with  those  of  previous  years. 


MUNICIPAL  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

This  scheme,  instituted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Midwives  Act,  1936,  has  continued  to  give  satisfactory  service  through¬ 
out  the  period  under  review,  during  which  time  359  births  were  attended 
by  Municipal  Midwives,  who  attended  321  as  Midwife,  and  38  in  the 
capacity  of  Maternity  Nurse. 

The  daily  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  held  at  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  at  which  the  Municipal  Midwives  attend  on  set  days  for  the  con¬ 
venience  of  their  own  patients,  were  quite  well  attended,  and  a  total 
of  508  new  cases  were  examined.  Abnormalities  found  to  be  present  in 
the  condition  of  a  patient  are  immediately  reported  by  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer  to  the  patient's  own  medical  prac¬ 
titioner,  and  during  1943  there  were  18  such  cases  reported. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  also  held  at  the  Tynemouth  Victoria 
Jubilee  Infirmary,  and  at  Preston  Hospital,  for  the  convenience  of 
patients  booking  at  these  Institutions,  and  the  following  table  shows 
the  total  Ante-Natal  Clinical  Attendances  for  the  year.

No  special  Post-Natal  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Public  Health 
Department,  as  patients  prefer  to  attend  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  held 
three  times  per  week,  during  the  afternoon,  when  they  attend  with  their 
children.  Opportunity  has  been  given  during  the  past  year  for  mothers 
to  make  Post-Natal  enquiries  at  these  afternoon  sessions,  and  a  fair 
average  of  cases  have  been  examined,  and  advice  given. 
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ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  CLINICS. 

Clinics  are  held  twice  each  week  at  the  Public  Health  Department. 
Conditions  treated  during  the  past  year  were,  Rickets  4  ;  Debility  and 
Anaemia  10  ;  Other  Causes  6  ;  a  total  of  20  cases,  who  made  423 
attendances. 

MILK  (MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN)  ORDER. 

A  Milk  Depot,  administered  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  assisted 
by  Voluntary  Workers,  is  in  operation,  and  provides  for  necessitous 
pregnant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  children  under  1  year  of  age.  During 
the  year  a  total  of  27,220  lbs.  of  Dried  Milk  was  distributed  at  cost  price. 

The  total  amount  expended  by  the  Local  Authority  on  the  purchase 
of  Dried  Milk  during  the  year  was  £2,315.  2s.  5d.  In  addition  under 
the  National  Dried  Milk  Scheme  10,880  lbs.  were  distributed. 

CHILD  WELFARE. 

Three  Clinics  are  held  weekly  for  the  weighing  of  children,  whilst 
consultations  concerning  the  health  and  feeding,  together  with  general 
advice,  are  given  to  mothers. 

Treatment  for  ear,  nose  and  throat  conditions  have,  since  July  been 
referred  to  the  Newcastle  Throat,  Nose  and  Ear  Hospital  Rye  Hill, 
Newcastle.  Treatment  for  defective  vision  is  given  at  the  Schools’ 
Clinics  and  facilities  are  available  for  the  prescriptions  of  spectacles. 
Dr.  R.  M.  White  (assistant  M.O.H.)  has,  since  the  retirement  in  February, 
1943,  of  Dr.  J.  McConnell,  carried  out  the  duties  of  Acting  Schools  Medical 
Officer  and  has  been  assisted  by  Dr.  Margaret  B.  Steel  (Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Officer).  At  the  Tynemouth  Victoria  Jubilee  Infirmary, 
cases  of  Dental  caries  are  also  treated.  Minor  operative  or  any  surgical 
treatment  is  also  available  at  the  Out-Patient  Department  of  this 
Infirmary. 

HEALTH  VISITING  AND  INFANT  HYGIENE. 

9,934  visits  were  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year,  and

Three  notices  under  Section  110  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  were 
received  during  the  year,  and  on  inspection,  the  premises  were  found  to 
be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  were  43  premises  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  all 
of  which  were  inspected  regularly.  It  was  not  necessary  to  serve  any 
notices  during  the  year. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1934  (Section  10). 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act,  261  visits  were  made  to 
inspect  sanitary  conveniences  and  other  arrangements  for  the  welfare  of 
the  assistants. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

During  the  year,  606  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors  to  120 
premises  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  Rat  Infestation.  The  remedy 
of  drainage  and  structural  defects  together  with  the  use  of  traps,  poison 
bait,  etc.,  resulted  in  most  of  the  premises  being  cleared.  Notices  were 
served  in  18  cases  with  successful  results. 

As  a  result  of  the  publicity  attached  to  the  Infestation  Order  1943> 
S.R.  &  O.  680  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  complaints.  In  accordance  with  responsibilities  placed  upon 
the  Council  by  the  said  Ministry,  a  survey  of  rat  infestation  on  both 
private  and  Corporation  property,  including  sewers,  was  carried  out  and 
a  map  accompanying  same  sent  with  the  report.  The  intensive  treatment 
of  the  sewers  by  the  method  advocated  by  the  Ministry,  is  likely  to  entail 
very  heavy  expenditure  in  1944. 

During  the  year  your  Inspectors  attended  a  special  2-da.v  course  of 
instruction  held  at  Newcastle  by  the  Rodent  Infestation  branch  of  the 
Ministry  in  the  latest  technique  of  rodent  destruction. 

MOSQUITO  CONTROL. 

Inspections  have  been  carried  out  periodically  of  possible  breeding 
grounds  including  static  water  supplies.  Specimens  of  insects  and  larvae 
have  been  collected  and  submitted  for  examination.  No  Mosquitos 
have  been  identified.

There  were  12  Cowkeepers  with  24  cowsheds  housing  233  cows  on 
the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  five  of  whom  are  Licenced  producers 
of  “Accredited”  Milk. 

During  the  year,  Veterinary  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  examined  the  herds  of  4  “Accredited”  Producers  on  2 
occasions,  the  herds  of  6  ordinary  Producers  on  two  occasions,  and  one 
Producer  once.  In  addition  4  special  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 
Asa  result  of  these  visits  2  animals  were  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  1938. 

72  visits  were  made  to  cowsheds  and  414  visits  were  made  to  dairies, 
milk  shops,  etc.,  and  all  infringements  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and 
Orders  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 

Consignments  of  milk  coming  into  the  Borough  by  road  or  rail 
and  the  condition  of  the  empty  churn  returned  received  attention.  The 
keeping  of  qualities  of  milk  from  certain  outside  sources  has  seriously 
deteriorated  due  to  difficulties  arising  from  war-time  conditions  in  both 
production  and  transport.  The  matter  has  received  attention  and  has 
been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Regional  Officers  of  the  Ministries  of 
Health  and  Food,  who  are  doing  their  best  to  bring  about  an  improvement.

MILK  SAMPLES  FOR  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION. 

During  the  year,  184  samples  of  Milk  were  taken  for  examination 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Newcastle.  Of  the 
total  samples  taken  115  were  from  sources  within  the  Borough,  and  69 
from  outside.  In  addition,  3  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  Phosphatase  Test. 

Of  the  above,  54  samples  were  examined  for  Tubercle  Bacilli,  3  of 
which  gave  positive  results.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order,  1925/38,  resulting  in  the  slaughtering  of  2  animals.

TYNEMOUTH  CORPORATION  ACTS,  1916-1934. 

Regulations  made  under  the  Acts  are  in  force,  and  no  persons  are 
permitted  to  use  premises  for  the  preparation  of  food  unless  they  are 
registered  by  the  Local  Authority,  who  have  power  to  refuse  registration 
if,  in  their  opinion,  the  premises  are  unsatisfactory. 

Prior  to  the  ban  on  the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream  (S.R.O.  1962), 
which  came  into  operation  on  the  24th  September,  1942,  there  were  77 
persons  in  the  Borough  registered  as  occupiers  of  premises  in  which 
Ice  Cream  is  sold  or  manufactured.  86  persons  are  registered  as  owners 
or  occupiers  of  premises  in  which  Preserved  Meat,  Fish  Cakes,  or  other 
foods  are  prepared.  These  figures  do  not  include  premises  used  for  the 
business  of  Fish  and  Potato  Frying. 
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313  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  supervise  and  emphasise 
the  need  for  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  food.  No  serious  negligence 
was  discovered.

Slaughterhouses. 

There  now  remain  15  private  slaughterhouses,  which  are  subject  to 
annual  Licence.  Since  the  operation  of  the  Livestock  (Restrictions  on 
Slaughtering)  Order  1940,  all  slaughtering  is  now  centralised  at  Whitley 
Bay  under  Government  Control,  and  deliveries  of  meat  are  made  direct 
to  the  butchers’  shops. 


28  cases  of  special  slaughter  of  pigs  for  home  consumption  were 
authorised  under  a  Licence  by  the  Local  Officer  of  the  Ministr}/  of  Food, 
and  the  carcases  and  organs  were  inspected.

The  scheme  for  the  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  of  the  child 
population,  instituted  last  year,  has  been  fairly  well  supported  by 
parents. 

In  conjunction  with  the  staff  of  the  Education  Department, 
scholars  were  immunised  at  their  own  schools,  whilst  Pre-School 
children  were  immunised  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre, 
a  total  of  1,544  children  being  immunised  under  the  scheme  during 
the  year,  660  of  which  were  School  Children,  bringing  the  percentage 
of  immunised  School  Children  now  in  school  to  89.44,  whilst  884  Pre- 
School  Children  were  immunised,  which  brings  the  percentage  of  the 
Pre-School  child  population  of  the  Borough  immunised  to  48.84.

TYNEMOUTH  CARE  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Welch,  the  Hon.  Financial  Secretary  of  the  Tynemouth 
Care  Committee  reports  that  during  the  past  year,  the  number  of  cases 
assisted  was  11.  Of  this  number  7  were  granted  extra  nourishment, 
consisting  of  special  quantities  of  eggs,  and  milk,  to  approved  cases  of 
Tuberculosis.  The  4  remaining  cases  were  supplied  with  surgical 
appliances. 

The  income  of  this  Committee  consists  of  an  annual  grant  from  the 
Tynemouth  Corporation  and  from  donations  received  from  the  Employees 
of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Gas  Co.,  and  the  Employees  of  Messrs. 

Donations  were  also  received 
from  Miss  Dorrian,  Field  House,  North  Shields,  Mrs.  McKerrow,  13  The 
Crescent,  Tynemouth  and  Mrs.  Oulds,  Princeway,  Tynemouth.

ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  THERAPY. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  Clinic  during  the  year 
was  99,  made  up  of  10  adults  and  89  children,  the  result  of  the  treatment 
given  being  as  follows  : —

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SECTION  G. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

CIVIL  DEFENCE. 

The  work  of  organising  and  supervising  the  Casualty  Service  of  the 
Civil  Defence  Organisation  of  this  Borough,  continues  to  be  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  certain  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  Staff. 

Two  Fixed  First  Aid  Posts,  each  having  facilities  for  the  decon¬ 
tamination  of  injured  persons,  and  two  Public  Gas  Cleansing  Centres 
for  the  decontamination  of  un-injured  are  now  in  operation.  Ambulance 
facilities  are  situated  in  close  proximity  to  each  First  Aid  Post,  and  also 
dispersed  throughout  the  Borough,  and  at  Casualty  Service  Head-quarters, 
“Holmlands,  Military  Road,  North  Shields.  In  addition  there  are  four 
Mobile  Gas  Units  and  two  Mobile  First  Aid  Units  garaged  centrally  and 
dispersed  to  action  stations  on  the  sounding  of  the  “Alert.'’ 

Control.— The  direction  of  the  Casualty  Service  is  carried  out  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Mr.  G.  G.  Ellis  (a  member  of  the  staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Department)  acts  as  Staff  Officer  to  the  Casualty 
Service  and  Mr.  J.  Cox  as  Joint  Transport  Officer  for  both  Casualty  and 
Rescue  Services. 

Decontamination  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  C.  A.  Murray,  A.R.P.S. 

The  two  fixed  First  Aid  Posts  in  the  Borough  are  under  the  direction 
of  Doctors  Martin  and  Paterson,  general  medical  practitioners,  who, 
in  an  emergency,  are  assisted  by  Doctors  Muirhead  and  Graham. 

Personnel. — There  has  been  a  large  reduction  of  personnel  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of  Home  Security  Circular  16/1943,  under 
which  all  First  Aid  Party  Men  were  transferred  to  the  Rescue  Service. 
Ambulance  xUttendants  are  provided  by  means  of  a  rota  of  part-time 
volunteers.  The  vehicle  strength  has  been  amended  to  15  ambulances 
and  8  cars. 

The  training  of  Male  First  Aid  Post  personnel  is  carried  out  by 
Dr.  R.  M.  White,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  whilst  Doctors 
Martin  and  Paterson  are  responsible  for  the  training  of  Female  First 
Aid  Post  personnel.  Instruction  in  decontamination  and  anti-gas 
methods  has  been  carried  out  by  Inspector  C.  A.  Murray  and  Mr.  R.  B. 
Whitfield,  both  fully  qualified  A.R.P.S.  Instructors. 

A  very  high  standard  of  efficiency  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year.
